MUNICIPAL 
AFFAIRS. 


‘Wrra both the Financial State- 
mont for the past year and the 
Estimates for 1910 in their 
possession more than a fortnight 
before the Annual Mecting Rate- 
payers have opportunity to make 
themselves au fait with the details 
of Municipal finance before they 
are called upon to exorcise their 
vote on the subject. In the 
aggregate Inst year’s working may 
be regarded as successful. Ordivary 
Revenue, exceeding the estimate by 
‘Tis. 51,900, amounted to Tis, 
while Ordinary Ex- 
penditure is returned at Tis. 
2,101,010, or Tis. 144,300 less 
than the anticipated amount. With 
a surplus of sixteen per cent of its 
income the Settlement has no need 
to regard its financial position with 
misgivings ; but 2 growing com- 
munity bas special demands upon 
its purse, and extraordinary ex- 
penditare figures largely in each 
succeedin, r. In 1904 it stood 
Mt Tis. BAE,567, while subsequent 
years read 1905, Tis. 383,000 ; 
1906, Tis. 574,583 ; 1907, Tis. 
823,906 ; 1908, Tls. 830,450 and 
for 1909 it stands at Tls. 688,789. 
This expenditure entails annual 
recourse to loans, and Municipal 
indebtedness at the end of 1909 
stood at Tis. 1,920,500. In itself 
this is a small figure, but it is well 
to note that for this amount the 
community at the present rate of 
interest will have to pay for the 
redemption some Tis. 2,850,000. 
If, therefore, the policy of annual 
Joans is to be continued—and there 
has been no indication of any 
popular objection to it—there 
would seem to be some graund for 
taking stock of the municipal 
position with a view to discovering 
whether these loans cannot be 
secured, perhaps in other markets, 
on easier terms. The community 
would like to bolieve that its credit 
abroad is keeping pace with the 
growth of the Settlement and of its 
‘own confidence in itself. 

When expenditure has fallen 
short of the estimates it may seem 
churlish to those who hold easy- 
going views on tho subject of publia 
finance to call attention to dis- 
crepancies botween estimated and 
actual expenditure.

It will be remembered that 
in response to an expression of the 
popular wish the estimates for 1909 
were subjected to the most carefal 
investigation ; yet the Financial 
Statement shows that miscalcu- 
lations to the extent of over Tis.

There is 
no desiro and no need to point this 
out in s captious spirit, but the 
circumstance will icate that the 
most expert scraliny of our local 
Budget has yet some ground to 
make up before perfection is 
reached. In the case of tho police 
force the saving is effected in pay, 
superannuation and uniform ; for 
the force, as we are told, was under 
authorized strength. The revenue 
from Mixed Court fines and convict 
Inbour was over-estimated by Tis. 
23,000, and we may well believe 
that this fact indirectly testifies to 
the enhanced efficiency of the police 
in regard to the prevention of crime.

CHINA AND TIBET. 


ATTITUDE OF GREAT 
BRITAIN. 
London vid Bombay, Feb. 25. 

Reuter’s correspondent at Caleut- 
ta states that the Dalai Lama nar- 
rowly escaped capture by the 
Chinese, who pursued him’ most 
hotly, following him to the border 
of the Sikkim country. 

In the House of Lords Lord 
Morley, in reply to Lord Curzon, 
gave a detailed statement of what 
little was known of the advance of 
the Chinese troops, th: fight of the 
Dalai Lama and how the crisis was 
precipitated. 

The only communication, he said, 
from the Dalai Lama since he left 
Lhasa, stated that he was journey- 
ing to India to consult the British 
Government, to which he looked 
for protection. The Dalai Lama 
added that the people of Lhasa had 
beon greatly oppressed by the 
Chinese. 

‘The Secretary of State for India 
continued that strict neutrality 
would be observed, but that the 
Dalai Lama would be received witb 
the courtesy and respect due to a 
Roler and a high spiritual au- 
thority ; an object of veneration to 
millions of His Majesty’s Indian 
subjects. 

Lord Morley concluded: “ We 
are communicating with China in 
reference to this unexpected situa- 
tion.”

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CHINA AND TIBET.

Tax news of the Chinese ad- 
vance into Tibet and the flight of 
the Dalai Lama from Lhasa will 
come as a surprise to those who 
always look for a long interval 
between the announcement of the 
Chinese Government’s intentions 
and their fulfilment. Although it 
has been known for a long time 
that special attention bas been paid 
to Tibetan affairs by the Peking 
authorities, at the instance of H.E. 
Chao Erh-féng, the energetic Re- 
sident in Tibet, and that an ultimate 
collision has been inevitable for 
three years, it is scarcely two 
months since the first intimation 
was received that (hina contem- 
plated military operations in the 
country on a serious scale. As a 
resalt of “a thorough discussion of 
the Tibetan question ” by the Grand 
Council it was announced in the 
third week of December that the 
Resident had heen ordered to march 
at once with troops to Lhasa with 
the object of “ maintaining there in 
all circumstances the sovereignty of 
China.” The Government was for- 
tanate in having on the spot a man 
whose views coincided with its own, 
if they had not actaally inspired 
them; for Chao Erh-féng can have 
lost little time in carrying out his 
instractions and placing himself be- 
yond the possibility of recall, in the 
event of the central authorities 
changing their intentions. The dis- 
tance between Chengtu, which is said 
to have been the base of operations, 
and Batang, near the Tibetan 
frontier, is about three huadred and 
fifty miles, while Lhasa, the 
objective of the troops, is five 
hundred miles farther west. For 
the expedition to have reached 
Lhasa and to have pursued the 
peregrine Dalai Lama towards the 
Sikkim border, it must have been 
well on its way from Chengta, or 
possibly Batang, when instructions 
to act were said to have been sent 
to the Resident, especially if it met 
with opposition of the nature of 
the reported engagement on the 
frontier, when Chao Erh-féng is 
said to have Jost four hundred men.

Fate could 
provide no easier way out of her 
difficulties for China, and it is to be 
supposed that every enlightened 
Buddhist, cognizant of all the fucts, 
would have to admit that the whole 
blame for this blow to Lamaism 
rests upon the Dalai Lama himself. 
In the recital of his shortcomings, as 
set forth in the Imperial Edict, 
there is little that can be termed 
exaggeration. Proud, extravagant, 
licentious, violent, "refractory, 
fickle, crafty, deceitful—these are 
harsh terms to apply to one in the 
link of re-incarnations destined to 
produce a true Buddha in course of 
time. But those who have followed 
the history of this erratic pontiff 
since his mandane activities brought 
him into conflict with the Indian 
Government will realize how near 














the truth the indictment is. It

A year ago the Dalai Lama's 
presence in the capital was demand- 
ed not without misgivings on both 
sides, and it was even then a matter 
of speculation whether he would be 
allowed to leave Peking alive.

Government is inclined to regret its 
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leniency of nearly two years 
ago. Whether China s better able to 
dispose of this “turbulent priest” 
at this juncture without letting 
loose the elements of insurrection 
in Tibet is open to conjecture. In 
her efforts for the better admin- 
istration of Tibet she will have the 
support of the British Government, 
but the reception accorded by 
Buddhists to the Dalai Lama in 
Indian territory indicates the 
awkward position in which Great 
Britain may be placed, in regard 
to her Indian subjects, if the re- 
organization of Tibet is carried ont 
in’ a manner repellant to the 
religious scruples of the adherents 
of Buddhism. 








BRITISH POLITICS. 
March 1. 

We publish this morning a letter 
in criticism of our comments on the 
recent elections and the present 
Parliamentary position ; and while 
we are not more inclined than 
“A.M. L.” for “endless discus- 
sions on home politics,” the nature 
of the attack, not less than the 
many misconceptions under which 
our correspondent appears to labour, 
leaves us no option but to reply to 
his criticisms. In the first place 
we would challenge * A. M. L.'s” 
assumption that the Government 
enjo} undisturbed majority of 
124, even if the first division in the 
House had not refuted his conten- 
tion. The actual strength of par- 
ties in the House, as given in 
Renter's telegram of February 15, 
is as follows: Liberals 274; 
Unionists 273; Labourities 41 ; 
Nationalists 82. Of these, the past 
session has furnished abundant evi- 
dence that the Labourites tend 
more and more to stand aloof ; that, 
by the repeated evidence of their 
own leaders, they side with the 
Liberals only when it suits their 
purpose, and until such time as 
they may command sufficient num- 
bers to take their own line. The 
support of the Nationalists is even 
more unstable. The possibility of 
Home Rule binds them temporarily 
to the Liberal side. But as regards 
the Badget their opinions were 
sufficiently revealed in tho last 
and on the crucial question 

of Tariff Reform they also with- 
hold their support. For practical 
purposes on all issues the Govern- 
ment’s majority is whittled down 
to two—the election of the Rt. 
Hon. J. W. Lowther as Speaker 
having robbed the Unionists of one 
vote. Even thus, there are sug- 
gestions of a revolt among ex- 
tremists of the Liberal party ; while 
the uncertainty of the remainder of 


the alleged 124 majority is suffi 
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ciently shown by the negot 
that have been carried on di 
past ten days, and by the fact 
that the first day’s debate was 
actually adjourned in order to allow 
the Labour Members to consider 
their position. By recognizing 
these facts clearly it may be pos- 
sible to form a juster conception of 
the Government’s position ris~i-vis 
of the country at large than is sug- 
gested in our correspondent’s letter; 
and this particularly as regards the 
mandate with which it has been 
returned. 

‘As we were carefal to point out, 
and our correspondent can hardly 
gainsay us, there was not one, but 
four issues before the country : the 
House of Lords’ veto ; Socialism ; 
Tariff Reform ; Home Rule. None 
of these issues was oven clearly 
stated. The four were hopelessly 
crossed ; and in view of this con- 
fasion, not less than the closeness 
of the fight, it becomes extremely 
difficult to'say what mandate 
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desire? Or total abolition, with 
resulting single-chamber legisla- 
tare, of the kind preached by the 
Radical extremists? As regards 
the contention that the Navy has 
not been made a party question, 
we can only that our 
correspondent is totally ignorant of 
the whole course of last session's 
naval debates. Efforts have certain- 
ly been made on both sides of the 
House to prevent a matter so vital 
from being thrown into the arena 
of party politics. But those efforts 
do not alter the fact that the 
Liberal Government abandoned the 
Unionist construction programme 
id has been forced to return to 
it; that it was continually being 
criticized, not to say attacked, on 
its naval policy ; and that at least 
one candidate, Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, fought his seat almost excla- 
sively in the interests of the Navy. 
On the other hand our correspond- 
ent is hardly less at fault in the 
division that he tries to draw be- 














the Government really possesses. It 
must be remembered that the Lords 
called for an appeal to the country, 
because the Budget appeared tothem 
to include (by the process known 
as “ tacking”) extraneous principles 
of so novel a kind that the nation 
alone ought to decide their fate. 
Now, leaving out the Irish party, 
who opposed those principles in the 
last session, the Government has a 
bare majority of forty-three in 
favour of the Budget. But if we 
take the Nationalists’ real opinions 
(and in this connexion we may 
commend perusal of a letter written 
by Mr. W. O’Brien, which we 
published yesterday), apart from 
possible bargains to be made, 
the Government is actually, as 
regards the Budget, in a minority of 
thirty-nine. Even ifthe Government 
can obtain a majority in the House: 
of Commons for its financial pro- 
posalsas they stand—or with slight, 
meaning immaterial, alterations—it 








would surely be an act of in- 
justice to force them on the 
country. Neither ethics nor business 


considerations warrant a Govern- 
ment in riding roughshod over a 
minority ; especially, as in the 
present case, when the two parties 
are so nearly balanced and the 
electors’ true wishes are obscured 
by the number of important que 

tions laid before them. Similarly 
it has to be ascertained what 
mandate has licen given as regards 
the House of Lords. Doubtless 
Liberals, Labourites and Nation- 
alists are unanimously in favour of 
reform. Many of the Unionists and 
of the Lords themselves are with 
them. Bnt is it to be reform in 
the ordinary sense of the word,! 
such as Lord Rosebery mi,h

LAND OWNERSHIP 


IN JAPAN. 
March 2. 


Tr is « welcome sign of the 
change alike in the material 
prosperity and public feeling of 
Japan that the Bill introdaced in 
the House of Representatives on 
February 21, to secure to foreigners 
the right’ of owning land, should 
have been received with a very 
general chorus of approval. Ten

years ago, 
Japanese newspaper recalls, such 
proposals would have been banned 


as high treason, A few stalwarts, 
among whom special mention may 
be mae of the “ Jiji Shimpo,” con- 
tended, with more far-sightedness 
than the majority, that the restric- 
tions imposed on foreiga land 
ownership by the Imperial Ordin- 
nace of 1e73 were a confession of 
ypanese want of confidence in 
native resources, and were calculat- 
ed to keep out of the country 
much-needed foreign capital. ‘The 
enactment at a later date of the 
Railway ‘and Factory Mortgage 
Acts, to widen the limitations under 
which land might be hypothecated 
to foreigners, was a practical 
admission of the truth of this latter 
warning. Bui the general senti- 
mient of the country was too strong 
for the liberal views of the present 
Bill to have found acceptance. 
To-day it is evidently felt that the 
Japanese ‘need have no further 
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of what may result 
from foreign ownership of land. 
Even if there were no other 
evidence for the improved condition 
of native industries, it might be 
found in the emphasis now laid on 
Japan's desire, in connexion with the 
forthcoming tariff revision, to tax as 
far as possible for revenue and not 
for protection. Thus comment on the 
land ownership Bill resolves itself 
mainly into questions of the method 
of execution. The principle of the 
Bill is freely accepted and its 


passage through the Dict is 
practically assured. 
‘Little complaint could be made 


‘of the spirit in which the Govern 
ment bes framed the Bill. Of its 
main provisions but one shows any 
materigl “divergence from the 
practice of most other countries 
which permit alien land tenure, 
namely, the clause specifying that 
the right of ownership is to apy 
exclusively to those foreigaers in 
whose countries similar rights are 


\y| enjoyed, list of which is to be 


drawn up and published by Imperial 
Ordinance. For the rest, certain 
districts required for national 
defence (also to be specified by 
Imperial Ordinance) together with 
Hokkaido, Karafuto and Formosa 
are excluded from the general 
mission. Jn cases where for- 
eigners already possess _ rights 
over land within the districts 

juired for national defence, their 
righla will revert to the Treasury 
and compensation will be paid ; 
with liberty to the owner, ia the 
event of any dispute as to tho 
amount, to refer the matter toa 
court of law. Should the foreigaer 
fail to notify the authorities of his 
claim within one year of the law's 
coming into operation, the land 
in question will revert to the 
Treasury automatically and no 
compensation will be allowed. It 
is noteworthy, however, that these 
provisions do not apply to cases in 
which the owner is 
transferred to Japanese subjects— 
f concession which would appear 
to afford a fairly ample loophole 
through which existing interests 
may escape from disturbance. So 
far as can yet be scen the only 
point on which public opinion 
‘appears to be apprehensive is the 
the effect that may be produced on 
the relations of America and Japan. 
In the former country, it is ob- 
served, land teaure by Japanese is 
so far from being generally permis- 
sible that it might almost be called 
geverally impermissible ; and while 
different States of the Union are 
free to make their own regulations 
in this respect, the Washington 
Government is obviously powerless 
to give guarantees of reciprocal 
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treatment for any privileges that 
msy now be extended to American 
sabjects in Japan. 

While it is emphatically asserted 
by the  semi-official ‘! Kokumin 
Shimbun” that the Bill has no 
diplomatic significance, and that it. 
is to be regarded purely a3 a 
domestic measure, a very general 
impression prevails that it is inton- 
ded to clear the ground for the ap- 
proaching revision of treaties 
between Japan and the Powers, of 
which notice will be given in Jaly 
next ; and it is rumoured that, 
within the present session, the 
Government will also introduce 
a Bill to grant the privilege 
of Riegey: trade to — foreign 
vessels, on the basis of reciprocity 
Sach an innovation would cortaigly 
be welcomed by British shipowers. 
So far as the Land Tenure Bill 
would affect treaty revision, the 
main point for consideration is the 
system of perpetual leasehold in the 
former foreign settlements of 
Japan. That system was designed 
asa compromise, in the days whon 
foreign residents still enjoyed ex- 
traterritorial rights, in order to 

oid giving to foreign consuls 
jurisdiction over Japanese soil. 
Ownership remained with the State, 
and the use of the land in per- 

tuity was handed over to the 
igner on payment of ground- 
rent. Bat the arrangement is not 
popular with the Japanese Govern- 
ment, chiefly by reason of the 
taxation exemptions which it con- 
fers; and though for the samo 
reason it is probably more popular 
with foreign owners than a fee- 
ange title, it can hardly bo 
doubted that the new Bill would be 
accepted as a perfectly reasonable 
exchange for the old system. 
Broadly speaking, the Bill is not 
expected to make great difference 
in the actual state of alien Inad 
tenure in Japan. Its effect is 
rather to be sought in its moral 
than in its material significance, 
as further evidence that Japan has 
indeed put behind her the narrow 
exclasivenoss of bygone obscarity 
and has taken her place in tho 
comity of nations; and looking to 
this example, we may well express 
a wish that China would consent to 
be guided by the same 
liberality. IE the tendencies of the 
day are international, in business 
and finance, there is nothing in- 
compatible in those tendencies with 
the maintenance of true nationality. 
Bat so long as the governing 
classes of China refuse to recognize 
that fact, she will continue not ouly 
to stand in a different category 
from other nations, but to deprive 
herself of the full heritage that 
should be hers. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL 

March 3. 
By the last mail from home there 
reaches us a summary of the new 
draft convention submitted to the 
Egyptian General Assembly on 
February 9, for the renewal of the 
Suez Canal Company's Concession. 
It will be recalled that the subject 
was discussed at different times last 
year, when it was understood that, 
for a certain sum down and other 
arrangements, the Khedive was pre- 
pared to extend the date at which 
the Canal would revert to the 
Egyptian Government. But the 
fact that the actual concession 
does not expire till November 
17, 1968, not less than the com- 
plicated natare of the question, 
probably served to limit the in 
terest that was taken in the pro- 
spect of renewal chiefly to shipping 
circles. Article I of the draft con- 
vention now agrees that the con- 
cession shall be renewed for forty 
years, up to December 31, 2008; 
and for this extension the Company 
will make payment in the following 
manner. A sam of £4,000,000 is 
to be paid to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment ia four equal parts, payable on 
December 15 next and on the same 
date in the three following years. 
From and after January, 1969, the 
net revenue of the Canal is to be 
divided equally between the Com- 
pany and the Government, with 
this proviso that the Company's 
sharo is not in any circumstances 
to be less than £2,000,000 ; and 
in the event of the rovenue falling 
80 low as that, the whole of it is to 
be taken by the Company. Finally 
it is agreed that from 1921 to 
1968 the Company shall pay a 
percentage of the net revenue to the 
Governinent, beginning with four 
per cent and rising by two per cent 
every ten years. Of the remaining 
provisions the most noteworthy are 
those stipulating that the Govern- 
ment may he represented on the 
board of administration by three 
members ; that it will pay all pen- 
sions and indemnities falling dne 
to the staff on the expiration of the 
concession ; and that the Company 
undertakes to carry ont necessary 
repairs and improvements in the 
southern entrance to the Canal, and 
to deepen, at a cost of not more 
than “£690,000, the approach to 

the Canal in the harbour of Suez. 
On two points the Egyptian 
Council of Ministers has raised ob- 
jections, insisting that the revenue 
shall, after 1968, be shared equally 
between the parties, irrespective of 
its amount ; and further that the 
Government shall not bind itself to 
the payment of pensions and in- 
demnities. As an offset to this| 

















stipulation, the Company would be 
relieved of the cost of deepening 
the approach to the Canal in the 


harbour of Suez. But in other 
respects, os the Kbedive announced 
when opening the General As- 
sembly at Cairo, tho convention 
was considered to be reasonable and 
satisfactory : no decision, however, 
would be taken without the ex- 
pressed assent of the Assembly, in 
view of the importance of the affair 
both for the present generation 
and for those to come. Similarly, 
of course, the approval of the Com- 
ny’s shareholders will bave to be 
and it is here that we 

touch the two main features for 
criticism. That the negotiations 
between the Khedive’s Government 
and the Company have been closely 
watched is shown by the number 
of resolutions, of which notice was. 
iven for the annual meeting of the 
thamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom, directly the new draft 
convention was published. For 
many years it has been felt that 
the representation of Great Britain 
an the Canal Company's board was 
obsurdly inadequate to the magni- 
tade of her interest ; and at the 
same time there is no doubt that the 
heavy dues charged by the Canal 
constitute a barden on shipping 
which, considering the dividends 
paid by the Company, might well be 
lightened. As is well known Great 
Britain owns nearly hal the total 
number of shares in the Company ; 
yet of a court of thirty-two directors 
the British Government is only 
permitted to nominate three, and 
there are but ten British votes at 
any general meeting of share- 
holders, As the secretary of the 
Chamber of Shipping wrote to Sir 
Edward Grey some months ago, 
“it may well be that, when the 
Government of which the late Lord 
Beaconsfield was the head purchased 
the shares, it was deemed wise, with 
a view of not offending French 
suscoptibilities, to consent to such 
an inadequate numerical representa- 
tion : but it is quite another matter, 
inthe event of new arrangements 
‘as toa further concession, for tbis 
country to continue to acquiesce in 
such a highly unsatisfactory state 
of affai 
The case for reduction of Canal 
dues is,on the face of it, no less 
forcible. As shown in the report 
recently adopted by the Liverpool 
Steamship Owners Association, the 
country had received dividends 
before the end of the year 1899 
sufficient to cover the whole cost of 
its shareholding in the Company, 
with interest on such cost at the 
rate of three and a half per cent 
per annum. Yet while the Com- 
pany pays a dividend of twenty- 
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eight per cent, Great Britain’ con- 
tinues to receive upwatds, of 
£1,000,000 a year from Lord 
Beaconsfield’s investment. How- 
ever satisfactory these returns may 
be from one point of view, the’ 
complaint of British shipowriers 
trading with the Far East that such 
dividends constitute an unwarrant- 
able tax on their industry is based 
on two very good arguments. In 
the first place, according to the 
latest available returns, British 
shipping amounts to 62.1 per cent: 
f vessels of all nationalities pass- 
ing through the Canal. Secondly, 
shereas betmeen 1895 and 1906 
¢ tonnage of British shi, sing 
through the Canal inorensed by 38 
per cent, foreign tonnage increased 
by no less than 150 per cent. That is” 
to say that the country which posses-., 
ses nearly half the total number of 
shares, and makes more usé of the 
Canal than all other countries put 
together, allows its shipping to be 
mulcted to the extent of more 
than £1,000,000 net revenue an- 
nually, notwithstanding a cofitinu- 
‘ous increase in foreign competi- 
tion which would rather, point 
to the necossity of lightening the 
burden on British shipowners ; and 
without regard to the State subven- 
tions that put foreign shipping 
firms in a position of advantage, 
when extraneous char; tobe

Canal dues, it may be remembered, 
was raised at the Colonial Premiers’ 
conference last year, at which time 
Mr. Asquith promised that an in- 
iry should be held. Nothing yet 
{3 heard of any results ; and 
e representations of the Chani- 
ber of Shipping, Sir Edward Grey 
has, mp to the present, returned 
either non-committal answers or no 
answer at all. Meanwhile the in- 
terests of trade between Great 
Britain, India, Australia and New 
Zealand call increasingly for re- 
cognition ; and with the prospect of 
the ultimate industrial development 
of China before us and the eager- 
ness of all nations to act as her 
purveyors, it is to be hoped that the 
draft convention betwoen Egypt 
and the Canal Company will not 
be ratified without close scratiny 
by the largest shareholder.

THE TAXATION OF 
RICSHAS.

“Nonra-Cuva Daicy News. 
Sin,—Will you allow mo as a con- 
f the humble ricsha to 
inst the proposal to increase 
the licence fee for public ricehas from 
$1.50 to $2 per month ‘This measare 
appears to be dictated sot so much by 
financial needs as by a desire to drive 
the ricsha off the streets, as the report 
states that the tondency of the step will 
in the direction of reducing the 
number of second class ricsba, If 
number of rieshas which pay the licence 
is reduced, the gain to the community 
by the additional taxation will be pro- 
portionately reduced and if the increased 
taxation does reduce the number of 
icshas very little financial advantage 
will be obtained by the increase in taxa 
ion. It is not, however, at all clear 
that an increase in taxation will redace 
the number of second class ricshas, but 



























add to them, If the basiness 
less profitable by heavier burdens being 
imposed on it, the owners of public 
richas will endeavour to increase their 
charges or to effect a eaving in their 
expenses. In view of the competition 
of tramways I doubt if charges can be 
raised; and hence the owners will be 
driven to anve expenses by reducing the 
cost and upkeep of their conveyances. 
Tn that case the second class ricaha will 
predominate and the better class rictha 
will be exterminated, 

Finally, is it just to increase charges 
now? I see the Report refers to the 
profitable industry of ricsha-owning and 
states that the indastry can easily 
bear these increased charges. 1 do not 
koow what the earnings of an indivi- 
dual ricsha per month are, but no 
long established industry can easily 
bear increased charges and the tax of 
51,50 per month appears to me be & 
substantial one, Although the addition 
of fifty cents per month is not large in 
itself it represents an increase in the 
licence fee of 33 per cent, which i 
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enormous and ove which, I seatnre 
aay, would not be submitted to by 
industry in the world without prot 

T hope the Conncil will not fall into 
the pernicions practice now popular at 
home of imposing taxation for non- 
revenue pnrposes. If it is desired to 
drive the riesha off the streets in the 
interest of the community or of the 
tramway company or of the police (for 
the purpose of regulating traffic) then 
Tet that policy be avowed and be

working expenses" 

Now in the Contpany's letter (see 
page 35 of Municipal Gazette of Feb- 
rary 5) after a table showing increased 
traffic receipts December, 1909, over 
December, 1908, of slightly over 
$9,000, it is stat 

‘These fignres, although indicating 
‘a material improvement and jastifyi 
the revisions, are, of course, 
way short of the traffic necessary to 
put the undertaking on a remunerative 
basis Q 

It was to bring about the utmost im- 
provement possible that the sections and 
fares wero 60 completely revised, and it 
is common knowledge that the result 
has been to attract s much larger 
volume of passengers, both foreign and 
Chinese, but at a lower arerage fare 
than formerly and therefore not with 
an increase of receipts proportionate 
to increase of passengers. 

‘The maximum balance of $7,000 « 
month referred to by the (Chairman is 
all that is available to meet Deprecis- 
tion and London Expenses, which re- 
quire from $12,000 to $13,000 per 
month. It must be remembered that 
the $200,000 of loss up to September 
30, 1909, has to be mads up and that 
the rebates reconnuonded by the Conncil 
amount io all to rather less than 
$3,000 per month, 

Now, regarding oar £4,000 remit- 
































tance to London, the Chairman ssid 
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that “this considerably more than 
reconps all the expenditure we have 
made here, onteide the Works Con- 
tract, for ttores and other items 
which form part of the working ex- 
penees.” to say the £4,000 
has more paid for the 
operation materials which we had to 
bring out from Home. The Chairman 
did not say that the £4,000 covered 
London Expenses, We should not, 
however, have been able to send that 
£4,000, but for the fact that wo 
received, under the Works Contract, 
Stores to the value of over £5,001 
mhich, as they are used for m 
tenance, go into working expenses. 

If any evidence of frankness and good 
faith were needed it is surely afforded 
by the “hairman's speech which, whilst 
making plain the Company's difficaltic 
and needs, indicates also, for the i 
formation of the shareholders, such 
ittle progress as has been made.

POWER CHARGE AND CANTON ROAD 
TRACK. 

Sir,—The Memorandum of the 
Mapicipal Electrioal Engineer published 
jn the Manicipal Gazette at the end of 
the Company's letter of December 31, 
1909, was not forwarded to the Com- 
pany, which explsios why neither of the 
Company's two subsequent letters in 
the same issue of the Mani: ipal Gazette 
contains any reference to it. In view 








of this and also of the fact that some of 
your correspondents have tonched on 
the charge for power it is perhaps 
desirable that a few points be referred 
to here for the farther informatisn of 
the Ratepayers. 

‘The Memorandam above referred to 
contends that Schedule B, which is 
embodied in the Power Agreement 
dated October 10, 1905, was made up 
six months before and was based on 
500 K. W. plant. 

Reference to Clanse 6 of the Agree- 
ment, however, shows that uot 500 
K.W. bat » 600 K.W. plant was 
specified, and reference to Clanse 14 
shows that “sufficient reserve” was 
also specified. Moreover Clause 13 
made the Council lisble to pay t» the 
Company 30 Tacl Cents for every car 
mile not ran through failure of earreut, 
(avother evidence of the high earnings 
expected). It is assumed that the 
Council pradently interpreted the “ suf- 
ficient reserve" as another 600 K.W. 
plant, so that if one set broke down 
the other would be immediately ava 
able to keop the service ranni 
‘and avoid compensation for_ lost 
mileage. This gave 1,200 K.W. 
of plant, to which were added, 
at the Company's request, a farther 300 
K.W. in the shape of a Motor Geners- 
tor which is available—and is used— 
for other than Traction purposes. In

This claim was 
withdrawn, but the altered sections and 
fares bi ally been a benefit to the 
commanity and the net average received 
per passenger is now appreciably less 
than it was at the time the claim in ques- 
tion was waived. 

Tn viow of the fact that the Council 
bas intimated that the correspondence 
‘on the question of power charge between 
it and the Comprny should now coaso it 
will be realized that the Company is 
placed in a very difficalt position. 

‘The \ouncil of 1905, no doubt sharing 
the high expectations as to the Com- 
pavy's profits, #0 carefully safeguarded 
the interests of the commanity tbat the 
terms of the Concession included « 
Royalty, which on » paying rovenue 
would yield (as it now tarns ont) donble 
the income to the Council that would 
be derived from the track rental offered 
io the ompany’s tender ; the Company 
was made responsible for laying at its 
‘own expense wood paving in the Nan- 
king Road and Bund which it had not 
offered to do in its tender, and this 
work cost about $100,000 ; Cor 
pany had to pay £6,000 for the Garden 
bridge in place of £3,500 in the teader 
‘and also £2,000 towards the cost of 
the Chekiang Road bridge. (Tramways 
do not usually pay anything for bridges 
at all.) And, finally, although the 
tender sought powers for the Company 
to sapply its own current, or alter- 
natively to purchase it from the Council 
“if arrangements can be made to our 
mataal satisfaction for the cost and 
extent of the supply,” the Couneil 
dictated the scsle of charges without 
the Company having any option to 
produce current itself or to go into the 
question of charges. 

Whilst in these facts (not generally 
known) the ratepayers may find cause 
to commend the Council of 1905 for 
having made the excellent bargain 
which they did, they will perhaps, at 
the same time, taking into sccount the 
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woefully unrealized expectations, tl 
adversely changed conditions and the 
necessity to run the Tramway service 
efficiently and to develop it in the in- 
terests of the community, feel dixposed 
to approve the present Council's 
commendations as to Royalty and Road 
Maintenance and to sanction independ- 
ent investigation into power costs, = 
course which the Council has apparently 
_ not felt justified ia approving without 
the authorization of the Ratepayers. 

In connexion with the Conncil’

NAVIGATION OF 
THE UPPER 
YANGTZE. 


The difficalties of the navigation of 
the upper reaches of the Yangtze, 9 
from Icbang to Choogking and even 
higher, have been described by many 
travellers ; notbing, therefore, is to be 
gained by a farther description of them 

It in interesting, however, to tackle 
the question as to whether the said 
difficalties ean be surmounted or at any 
rate made lees formi 
resent. I am of opi 
existing riske can be very materially 

‘and in a few words I propose 
to give the reasons for my faith. 

Several attempts have been made to 
negotiate this part of the river by steam. 
These have, however, usually resulted in 
failare from causes all of which can be 
remedied. The failures have resulted 
from the following causes = 














1. Unsuitable craft either in size, 
or design, as the Kaling. 
2. Insufficient knowledge of the 


channel or refasel to be guided by 
native experts, as in the German 
attempt. 

3. The pighesdedness and folly of 
the ‘( hinese Government, as instanced 
by the Hsutang, which under Capt. 
Plant has saccessfally covered every 
part of the route, rapids and all, under 
her own steam, towing a cargo boat. 

Now this last attempt proves. that 
the first two causes can be eliminated 
and the Hsntung, admittedly a test 
vessel, can undonbtedly be much im- 
proved apon by the experience gained.

To expand briefly these points : 

1. Rotten Craft. A Chinese will 
not abandon his eraft as long as three 
boards bang together. In absolately 
calm water these may keep afloat, bat 
upon the first heavy strain they go to 
pieces. Not infrequently boate filled 
with cargo, while being towed through 
the rapids, simply melt away and go. to 
pieces, and they and their contents dis- 
appear in the swirling waters. 

2. Jlt-found boats. The second canse 
mach like the first ‘The bost owner 
reasons that a new set of ropes will cont 
him $10 or $15, and if be can only 
make one more trip with his present 
ropes and tackle he will be that 
much to the good. Dnring the voyage 
there are many critical moments when 
the safety of the concern depends pon 
the tackle holding ; a rope breaks or 
somethiog else gives way and the ship 
instantly swept away to destruction. 

3. Lack of Power. There are many 
instances where boats might be saved, 
even when ropes have parted, if there 
were any reserve power or if there were 


























falee economy, or perhaps the gambling

4. Carelesenres and lack of juiigement. 
Ata number of points the slightest slip 
of the nerves or a moment's hesitation to 
act, and to act at once, means a bad 
wreck, Men get accustomed to the 
work and through age or indulgence of 
some sort, which has for the time warped 
the judgement or made them careless, 
they fall into a “maskee” spirit, which 
disaster.

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ow and they differ at different season:

5. Absence of aids tonavigation. The 
Chinese Government bas displayed a 
commercial lack of care in its administra

river I bave not noticed or been 
able to trace a single act of the 
Government to attempt to shoulder 
or even understand its responsibility in 
this regard. 

Having very briefly thas laid bare the 
canses of many of the losses that occur 
the question natarally arises ss to what 
remedies are possible, I suggest afew. 

1.—Effective supervision of all ships. 
Shippers and travellers are largely in 
the hands of the shipowners. They 
cannot inspect the vessels and, tackle and 
crews of the craft to which are commit- 
ted their fortunes and their lives. In 
any case that is the daty of the Govern- 
mental suthorities, I suggest, therefore, 
in the first place that the Castoms 
authorities rhould appoint expert 
foreigners assisted by capable Chinese 
to supervise every sbip going up the 
river from Icbang or down from Chang- 
king. No boat should be allowed to 
ply for hire 9 8 cargo oF pas- 
senger ship till it had received a licence. 
The licence should only be granted after 
the boat and tackle have been thorough- 
ly overhauled and certified as sound 
and folly fitted with strong and 
soificient tackle. The licence should 
state how many picals of cargo and how 
many passengers the boat may carry 
and the number of the crew required. 
‘The captains should be examined as to 
their knowledge of the and 
ability to handle the ship, a record of 
each man being kept ins Register. 

‘The licence should be subject to 
renewal every three months and every 
accident should be reported at the 
nearest Custom house and an official 
investigation icto the same institated. 
‘This step woold at once bring about 
































reform and a moat marked improvement 
woald resalt. 


In the second place the river itself 
should be tackled seriously and efectally. 

‘The Chinese Government should be 
compelled to employ the very best 
foreign engineers such as an Aird or a 
Willcocks with a fall staff of com- 
potent foreign and Chinese sabordioates. 
A carefal survey of the river will, I am 
confident, show that ao immense nam- 
ber of improveruents can be effected and 
the present dangers enormously reduced. 

No attempt bas been made by the 
Government to provide towing paths. 
Along the face of a few preci 
walls of the mountains private enter 
bas carved ont of the solid rocks « more 
or less precarious foothold for the 
trackers, but nothing systematic or in 
any eense of the term commensara 
with the requirements has been ander- 
taken.

other by vessels under their own steam.

kept by the motorman or by anybody 
else ; that the car was not sl 
a8 prescribed by the regalatio 
that the motor man did not ring the 
gong as he approached the entrance to 
‘the Yalu Road. 

Robert James Marshall said that he 
oer and had had 
six years experience in the drivingof 
motor cars. He raid that it was wet 
morning when the collision occurred. 
The hood was up, bat the front 
screen was down. When approaching 
the spot where the collision occurred, 
witness slipped his clutch and looked 
towards the corner to wee if anything 
was i: front. On seeing nothing (he 
heard nothing) he conclnded everything 
ras tafe, #0 he sounded hia horn and 
tnroed the corner into Woosang Road. 
He did not tarn quite close into the kerb, 
because he had found that it was safer 
not to. Suddenly the tramear ap- 
peared in front of him and simul- 
taneonsly he heard the gong. Only 
about a tramear's length intervened. 
Witness applied the brake and tried 
to clear the tramcar by turning to 
the left bat the tramear strack tho 
motor car before he was able to do an.

‘By Mr, Gregson—Witness sounded 
his horn just before turning the corner.

Witness did not turn the corner as 
sharply as possible, He .did not think 
that the Regulations called for trick 
driving. Witness regarded it as trick 
driving to turn corners as sharply as 
possible, It was impossible for witness 
to torn his car very sharply around a 
corner, The car would scarcely go round 
the corner after he slipped the clatch. 

Re-examined by Mr. Jones— Witness 
would have been able to avoid any 
vehicle that was going slower than the 
am was going. Had witness been 
iriving fast he certainly would have been 
hurt when the collision took place. 

By his Lordship—If witness had 
seen « stationary car, he would bave 
waited until it proceeded on its way. 

Sub-Inepector Merrison said that 
he saw Dr. Marshall pass along the 
centre of Yalu Road in » motor car. 
‘Witness heard a tramear approaching, 
but he did not hear the tram gong until 
the collision occurred. Witness saw 
collision, The tram did not stop 
the rear end of it was, approxi- 
mately, two lengths beyond Yaln Road. 
‘Dr. Marshall's motor car was knocked 
back into Yala Road, The tram was 
going very rapidly. 

By Mr. Gregson—There was practi 
cally no traffic on Yala Road.

Btock was taken by 
four Chinese, bat plaintiff did not 
farnish « list of the books on band. 
Bhe checked the stock on hand with the 
list prodaced, snd found that many 
goods were missing. Wi told 
plaintiff of the goods that were miss- 
Plaintiff denied that there were 
‘any goods missing. Witness told 
plaintiff that if he called on her, per- 
hape they might be able to arrange 
matters. Plaintiff calied twice, bat 
he did not produce his papers on 
‘either occasion, so nothing was done. 
On January 7 witness informed 
the police, who searched pl 

boxes. In the boxes were 
belonging to witness, which pleiatiff 
had 00 aathority to remove. Three 
people representing the plaintiff called 
at the Book Store on Sanday morning, 
and after speodiog several hours io 
checking witness's list found that she
